Why keep a jail when there are no 
prisoners to furnish it with occu¬ 
pants? That was the question solved 
by the supervisors at their meeting at 
Redwood City Monday. The solution 
was the final abandonment of the jail 
or rather branch jail which has been 
kept in San Mateo and which, it is 
reported, has not had an occupant for 
aeveral years. Recently claims for 
the rental of this property were held 
up by the board, but finally paid up 
to February 28th. The supervisors 
were of the opinion that the rental 
should stop on that date, as the agent 
for the property received verbal no¬ 
tice then that the property would no 
longer be required by the county. The 
agent asked a more formal notice of 
abandonment than he received at that 
time. 

A complaint from Katherine 
Bruener of Menlo Park that Japanese 
were emptying sewerage into a creek 
near her property was referred to the 
health officer. 

The matter of an insurance policy 
issued to protect the supervisors per¬ 
sonally from damage suits against the 
county arising from possible injury of 
persons on roads or bridges was laid 
over, and the county engineer in¬ 
structed to furnish the insurance 
company with information regarding 
roads and bridges in the county, in 
order that a sample policy might be 
prepared and an estimate on the cost 
furnished. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis, 
County Treasurer P. P. Chamberlain 
was allowed $75 a month for extra 
office help, beginning August 1st. 

A communication from the clerk of 
the San Francisco board of super¬ 
visors, asking that a date be set for 
a meeting of the San Mateo county 
board and a committee from the San 
Francisco board on the matter of the 
proposed new eastside highway 
through this county, was laid over for ' 
two weeks. 

A letter from the State Veterinary 
Medical Association, stating that pres¬ 
et highways were not practical for 
horse-drawn traffic and proposing that 
a strip be constructed along both sides 
for horses was ordered filed. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Roy Cloud sent in a communication 
asking permission to abandon the 
Sunnyside school because of the aver¬ 
age daily attendance last term of less 
than five pupils. The permission was 

granted. 

Notice was received from the Rail¬ 
road Commission that a hearing would 

held in Redwood City August 25th 
at 10 a. m. on the application of the 
C- H. Holt Realty Company for per¬ 
mission to serve water to Oak Knoll 
Manor tract. 

The board adopted a resolution 
favoring the electrification of the 
Southern Pacific railroad between San 
Francisco and San Jose. 

An offer of a San Francisco bond 
brokerage firm for $42,000 in bonds 
°f the Burlingame school district, was 
■‘•ferred to the district attorney. The 
offer was par and accrued interest. 

County Surveyor George Kneese 
w as instructed to inspect the bridge 
at Pescadero and report as to its con¬ 
dition. 

Reports of county officers were re¬ 
eved and filed.

GOV. MEAT INSPECTOR 
DROPSJROM SIGHT 

E. A. Eikerenkotter Disappears From 
San Bruno Home Under Most 
Mysterious Conditions. 

At noon Thursday the body of a man 
answering to Eikerenkotter’s descrip, 
tion was found on the marsh east of 
San Bruno by Frank Taylor of South 
San Francisco. Deputy Coroner S. 
Nieri was notified and the body was 
brought to his undertaking parlors. 
Although at the time The Enterprise 
goes to press absolute identification 
has not been made, the appearance of 
the dead man, his clothing, and the 
apparent length of time the body had 
been in the water left Uttle doubt that 
it was that of Eikerenkotter. The body 
was evidently left by the receding tide. 

E. A. Eikerenkotter, government 
meat inspector at the Western Meat 
packing house, has disappeared from 
his home in San Bruno under mys¬ 
terious circumstances, and the police 
of the entire north end of the county 
are on the lookout for the man. De¬ 
scriptions of him have also been sent 
to other police departments in case 
he may have wandered further from 
home. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Eikerenkotter to City Marshal T. E. 
Gaudette of San Bruno, Eikerenkotter 
left home Sunday evening, taking a ! 
pistol with him. At first she thought 
little of his departure, but when he 
did not return Sunday night she be- j 
came worried. His wife and friends 
searched for the man until Tuesday 
evening without notifying the police, 
but when their efforts proved in vain 
the alarm was given. Mrs. Eikeren¬ 
kotter and her husband's companions 
at the packing plant state that the 
man has seemed deeply worried for 
some time and it is feared his brood¬ 
ing may have unhinged his mind. Ac¬ 
cording to the San Bruno police, 
Eikerenkotter disappeared from home 
about two months ago under circum¬ 
stances that caused his wife much un¬ 
easiness, but_at that time he was 
found wandering about the Spring 
Valley lakes. Then, as lately, he 
seemed brooding over something and 
had turned doody and morose. The 
hills between San Bruno and the lakes 
were searched Wednesday by one 
posse under Marshal Gaudette and a 
second under Constable James Wal¬ 
lace, but no trace of the man was 
found. 

E. A. Eikerenkotter is a nephew of 
J. Eikerenkotter of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. He has been employed by the 
government as meat Inspector for a 
number of years. Prior to the w'ar he 
was stationed at the Western Meat 
plant, later being transferred to Se¬ 
attle.- For three years he.was sta¬ 
tioned at Mare Island, being trans¬ 
ferred back to the Western Meat 
plant a short time ago. It Is believed 
that the recent troubles In navy cir¬ 
cles at Mare Island may have some¬ 
thing to do with the man's apparently 
troubled condition. 

WOMANls~VIcfiM 
OF BRUTAL ATTACK 

Mrs. \\. J. Melott Assailed at Late 
Hour on San Kruno Road. 

Mrs. W. J. Melott, who lives in i 
Peck’s Lots in the northern part of 
town, was the victim of a brutal at¬ 
tack by an unknown ruffian at a late 
hour Tuesday night. Mrs. Melott Is 
employed at a local restaurant, and 
had left the place to walk to her home 
at 11:30. She was walking rapidly 
north on San Bruno road when sud¬ 
denly, as she reached a point within a 
short distance of the Golden Eagle 
Hotel, a man sprang up behind her 
and, throwing one arm around her 
neck, hurled her to the ground. As 
he did so, the woman screamed and 
lights sprang up in the hotel building. 
Evidently frightened by the lights, the 
man released her and ran away. At a 
short distance he joined another man 
and the two ran off together. The 
frightened woman hurried home with¬ 
out giving the alarm and the two men 
made good their escape.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 

MAKES ANNUAL REPORT 


The first real promise of a clean-up 
in Russia is seen in the announce¬ 
ment that 17,000 pounds of Chicago 
soap are en route to Reval.

According to the annual report of 
County Superintendent of Schools Roy 
W. Cloud, just completed, there are 
thirty-five active and one supple¬ 
mentary school districts in San Mateo 
county, employing 194 teachers. The 
enrollment for the year was 3318 boys 
and 3139 girls, or a total of 6457. 

During the year $466,726.20 was ap¬ 
portioned and $418,055.57 spent, leav- 
inb a balance on hand of $48,669.63; 
$275,161.23 was spent for teachers' 
salaries. The valuation of all ele¬ 
mentary scliol property is fixed at 
$950,700, and the outstanding bonded 
indebtedness at $422,600. 

There are five high school districts, 
employing 58 teachers, and with an 
average daily attendance t>f 827. The 
total value of all high school property 
is $642,858, and the outstanding bond¬ 
ed indebtednes is $194,000. 

The cost of maintaining the schools 
for each child in average daily attend¬ 
ance was $51.22 for the kinder¬ 
gartens, $66.46 for the elementary 
schools and $213.34 for high schools. 

The report shows a gain in attend¬ 
ance of 331, the largest since 1911.

Building of Union Oil Station Draws 
Favorable Comment, but Erecting 
of Big Sign Is Disapproved. 


Mrs. George Crist of Santa Rosa is 
at present visiting her sister, Mrs. F.

The Chamber of Commerce held its 
regular meeting at California Hall 
Wednesday night, with President Dr. 
F. H. Smith in the chair. Second 
Vice-President George Clark came 
down from San Francisco to attend, 
and stated that he would in all prob¬ 
ability return to San Bruno to live 
early next year. The Chamber mem¬ 
bers were pleased to hear this, as Mr. 
Clark has done much good work in 
San Bruno and his absence is a loss 
to this city. Mayor Grundy was also 
present after a month’s holiday at 
( apitola, and he also received a warm 
welcome. 

The matter of the oil station about 
to be erected by the Union Oil Com¬ 
pany came up for discussion, and all 
expressed satisfaction that this com¬ 
pany has decided to expend some 
$12,000 at least in the erection of this 
station, but all expressed the opinion 
that it would be a mistake to allow 
the company to put up the large sign 
contemplated. The corresponding 
secretary was instructed to send a 
communication to the oil company 
and another to the board of trustees, 
requesting that no large sign be 
erected. It was considered that such 
would prove an eyesore and spoil 
what is undoubtedly one of the finest 
oil station sites in the state. 

Secretary Helmore notified the 
Chamber that a vote would shortly 
be taken on the proposition of issu¬ 
ing bonds to purchase the Carolan 
tract in Burlingame and the Kohl 
tract in San Mateo on which to build 
two units for the San Mateo union 
high school; the former to be com¬ 
menced immediately, while that on 
the Kohl tract would be undertaken 
in from three to five years, when it 
would undoubted'/ be imperative 
owing to the increased needs of the 
district. The Chamber approved the 
plan, and recommended that the 
voters of San Bruno endorse it. The 
opinion was expressed that it would 
not be long before a high school 
would be needed in this section of the 
county, and it was agreed that the 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin property would be 
an deal site. 

Regarding the electrification of the 
Southern Pacific, the Chamber was 
unanimously in favor of the proposi¬ 
tion, and the secretary was requested 
to urge same before the Peninsula 
Bureaus. 

The Chamber placed its seal of ap¬ 
proval on the letting of contracts for 
street improvements in the First and 
Jenevein additions, and also urged 
that the trustees include San Bruno 
Park in such improvements, it being 
understood that a petition for the 
work is being circulated in the park 
and is meeting with success.

In America too little use 
is made of the sauces. The following 
are recommended by the home eco¬ 
nomics specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture:

3 tablespoons butter.

plenty of it on hand. Of course, the 
far-sighted housekeeper plans to re¬ 
plenish each of her pantry supplies 
before the stock is exhausted, but she 
generally buys baking powder in 
small quantity so as to have it fresh. 

A pound can of baking powder can 
be bought at regular intervals if one 
knows approximately how many tea¬ 
spoonfuls it contains and how many 
teaspoonfuls are needed for the cook¬ 
ing during any given period, The Ex¬ 
perimental Kitchen of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
determined, by scientific weighing and 
measuring, that there will be a varia¬ 
tion between 125 and 150 teaspoons in 
a one-pound can of baking powder. 
This is assuming an average weight 
of 3.3 grams for a 5 c. c. or standard 
teaspoon. 

In a home where hot biscuits are 
made every morning, possibly four | 
teaspoons of baking powder would be I 
the average amount daily to leaven a 
pint of flour; if a cake was made on 
Saturday calling for three teaspoons 
of baking powder and perhaps cookies : 
earlier in the week, requiring two 
teaspoons of baking powder, a mini- j 
mum of about 33 teaspoons a week 
would be required. The pound can 
therefore should last from three to 
five weeks, but if extra baking, not 
counted in this estimate, is necessary, 
it would be well to replenish the bak¬ 
ing powder once a month. 

Similar estimates with other foods j 
can be made by the individual house¬ 
wife. Tile rule that three teaspoons 
make one tablespoon is sufficiently 
accurate for practical purposes, say 
specialists in home economics in the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. It may be interesting to the 1 
housewife to measure for herself the! 
number of cups of coffee she is likely 
to obtain from a pound, reckoning one 
tablespoon per cup. Knowing how 
many cups are made every day she 
can easily compute the amount ofj 
coffee needed during the week or 
month.

A berry pie with an edible under¬ 
crust has always been a problem to 
the housekeeper, however expert she 
may be in her pastry cooking. Spe¬ 
cialists in the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture say that the 
secret of turning out a juicy pie with 
a crisp undercrust, lies in baking the 
undercrust first until it is barely 
browned. If overbaked, it will be too 
dark brown when cooked the second 
time; undercooked, it will be doughy. 
The crust should also be thoroughly 
pricked with a fork to prevent blis¬ 
ters. In the case of very juicy fruits 
such as dewberries, the fruits should 
be cooked first and part of the juice 
removed before the thickening and 
sugar are added. After the fruit is 
put in the shell and the edge moist¬ 
ened, the raw top crust is added and 
carefully tucked in. The pie is baked 
in the ordinary way.
